Samford  University  broke  open  the  game  with  Louisiana  College  by  scoring  17  second  quarter  points.  Jerry  Garrison  re- 
covered a  fumble  on  the  Louisiana  nine.  Three  plays  later  Lovette  scored  from  the  eight  and  Hulon  kicked  the  score  to  7-3. 
Samford  got  its  second  six-pointer  on  a  49^2  yard  march  which  took  eight  plays.  Lovette  sneaked  for  the  last  yard  and  Hulon 
again  kicked  true.  Lovette  tossed  a  43-yard  pass  to  wingback  Charles  Ramsey  to  set  up  Hulon's  first  field  goal,  which  came 
51  seconds  before  intermission.  A  poor  punt  by  Louisiana  College  set  up  Hulon's  last  three  pointer.  The  punt  went  only  to  the 
Wildcat  20,  and  four  plays  later  Hulon  kicked  good  from  the  LC  26.     The  final  score:  Samford  20,  Louisiana  College  3. 
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Samford  made  its  first  move  toward  the  end  of  the  first 
quarter.  Quarterback  Curtis  Padgett  threw  to  John  Easley 
for  72  big  yards.  Quarterback  Colvin  threw  to  End  Jimmy 
Jackson,  who  was  literally  surrounded  by  four  Delta  State 
defenders.  Place  kicker  Wayne  Hulon  brought  the  score  to 
Samford  7,  Delta  0. 

In  the  third  quarter  Truett  Chambers  intercepted  a  pass  and 
ran  50  yards  to  the  goal  line.  Hulon  converted,  making  the 
score  14-10.  Mike  Ray  and  Jerry  Garrison  led  the  Bulldogs  to 
their  next  score,  with  Garrison  carrying  the  ball  across  for  6 
points.  Then  John  Webb  succeeded  at  blocking  a  punt  and  re- 
covered the  ball  to  score  six  more.  Later  Buz  Busby  made  a 
touchdown.  Following  the  conversion  by  Hulon,  the  score  was 
Samford  34,  Delta  State  10. 
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Samford  made  Georgetown  College  its  fourth  straight 
football  victim.  End  Bob  Masdon  recovered  a  fumble  at  the 
the  Georgetown  39  to  set  up  Samford's  first  score.  Quarter- 
back Jim  Lovette  passed  2  yards  to  end  Jimmy  Jackson 
for  the  touchdown.  Wayne  Hulon  kicked  the  extra  point. 
Later  in  the  quarter  the  Bulldogs  made  it  14-0,  driving  41 
yards  in  seven  plays.  Running  back  Jerry  Garrison  scored 
from  the  one,  and  Hulon  converted.  After  Georgetown  cut  the 
margin  to  14-7,  Samford  gained  a  21-7  lead  with  full- 
back Jackie  Clayton's  33-yard  run,  Garrison's  final  five 
yards,  and  Hulon's  kick. 

Lovette  got  the  Bulldogs'  only  third  quarter  score  on  a 
beautiful  58-yard  scamper.  And  quarterback  Curtis  Padgett 
scored  the  first  Samford  touchdown  in  the  final  period 
on  a  two-yard  run.  Samford's  final  score  to  end  the  game 
40-13  came  on  a  one-yard  plunge  by  reserve  running  back 
Harry  Richardson.

Samford  scored  first  with  only  1 :03  minutes  gone  in  the 
game.  Quarterback  Jim  Lovette  hit  end  Jimmy  Jackson  with 
a  53-yard  pass  for  the  points.  Wayne  Hulon  booted  the 
point-after.  Mississippi  College  tied  the  score  near  the  end  of  the 
period,  then  Samford  regained  the  lead  with  a  nine-play,  63- 
yard  drive.  Running  back  Jerry  Garrison  highlighted  it  with 
runs  of  17  and  12  yards.  He  also  scored  the  touchdown  from 
the  one.  Hulon's  conversion  left  the  halftime  score  14-7. 

The  Bulldogs  got  a  golden  opportunity  in  the  third  period 
when  guard  Harold  Deason  recovered  a  fumbled  punt.  Lovette 
scored  on  the  next  play,  and  Hulon's  kick  upped  the  count  to 
21-7.  Mississippi  College  was  determined  and  knotted  the 
score  at  21-21.  But  in  the  last  three  minutes  of  the  game 
Lovette  carried  the  ball  over  from  the  two  and  Hulon  kicked 
for  a  final  score  of  28-21. 
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Touchdown  runs  by  tailback  Joe  Dunn  and  fullback  Eddie 
Lacey  capped  four-play  drives  of  50  and  31  yards  respectively  to 
put  the  Mocs  into  the  driver's  seat  14-0  in  the  first  minutes  of 
play.  The  Dogs,  with  good  position  after  Howard  Busby  returned 
a  Moc  punt  to  his  own  44,  lost  the  ball  on  a  fumble  as  John 
Easley  snared  Lovette's  first-down  pass  but  lost  the  ball  on  a  savage 
tackle. 

The  second  quarter  was  scoreless.  But  in  the  third  quarter  the 
Moccasins  made  their  final  score.  Jim  Leigh  Gray  claimed  a  fumble 
for  the  Dogs.  Clayton  and  Lovette  lugged  the  ball  to  the  27  for 
Samford's  deepest  penetration  of  the  day  before  a  Lovette  aerial 
was  deflected  and  then  intercepted  to  end  the  threat.  Chattanooga's 
Lacey  raced  13  yards  to  a  touchdown.  The  final  score:  28  to  0.

The  Bulldogs'  13-play  drive  to  begin  the  game  was  climaxed  with 
Lovette's  five-yard  sprint  to  a  touchdown.  Later  Harry  Richardson 
raced  57  yards  to  set  up  a  score.  Hulon's  PAT  made  it  a  14-14  game. 
Lovette  sprinted  47  yards  for  the  third  TD  in  the  middle  of  the 
second  period.  Lovette  fired  a  54-yard  bomb  to  Easley  to  put 
SU  out  front  28-14  with  only  2  seconds  remaining  in  the  first 
half. 

Early  in  trie  third  period  Samford  paraded  94  yards  in  nine 
plays  to  lead  35-14.  Lovette  ran  12  yards  for  the  score.  The  Bull- 
dogs' final  marker  came  with  ten  minutes  left  in  the  game.  Lovette 
scrambled  58  yards  for  a  42-14  reading. 

The  Paladins  made  their  final  move  with  only  minutes  left  in 
the  game  making  the  score  42  to  28.

Samford  and  Florence  battled  to  a  14-14  tie.  The  Bulldogs  using  the  running  of  Jackie  Clayton  and  Harry  Rich- 
ardson, pushed  from  their  20  in  10  plays  with  Quarterback  Jim  Lovette  passing  the  final  9  yards  to  End  John 
Easley. 

Wayne  Hulon  kicked  the  extra  point  to  make  it  7-0.  The  Bulldogs  made  it  14-6  early  in  the  final  period  as  they 
drove  74  yards  in  just  four  plays.  The  big  play  was  a  51-yarder,  Lovette  carrying  to  the  23.  And  after  Clayton  plunged 
to  the  20,  Richardson  dashed   in  for  the  score.  Hulon  kicked  the  final  Samford  point. 

Samford  drove  all  the  way  to  the  Florence  15  late  in  the  game,  but  Johnny  McGee  recovered  a  Samford  fumble 
to  kill  the  threat.  The  final  score:  14-14. 
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The  Bulldogs  roared  by  Livingston  51-27  to  close  out  the 
regular  season  with  a  7-2-1  record,  the  best  mark  since  1960. 
Wayne  Hulon  kicked  a  44-yard  field  goal  after  one  and  a  half 
minutes  of  play.  Later  in  the  initial  period  Jim  Lovette  fired 
the  first  of  his  three  touchdown  passes.  Samford  made  it  17-7 
with  3:44  left  in  the  half  when  Jackie  Clayton  plunged  in  from 
the  four  and  Hulon  kicked  the  point.  Samford  chalked  up  its 
final  first  half  score  on  a  13-yard  Lovette  to  Mark  Longenecker 
pass  with  Hulon  adding  the  point,  making  it  24-14  at  inter- 
mission. 

The  first  score  of  the  second  half  came  on  a  six-yard  Lovette 
pass  to  Jimmy  Jackson,  and  Hulon  converted.  Moments  later 
Jerry  Colvin  intercepted  a  pass  at  the  16,  and  Clayton  carried 
to  make  the  score  38-14.  Mike  Ray  scored  early  in  the  fourth 
quarter.  Then  Danny  Gambrell  closed  out  the  Samford  scoring 
with  a  record  84-yard  touchdown  toss  to  Cal  McRae  after 
Richard  Burton  had  intercepted  a  Livingston  pass. 
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Quarterback  Jim  Lovette  set  three  game  records 
and  one  season  mark  in  the  contest.  The  Junior 
from  Red  Bay  completed  21  passes  for  331  yards 
and  amassed  358  yards  of  total  offense.  His  three 
touchdown  passes  gave  him  twelve  for  the  year. 
End  John  Easley  caught  nine  of  Lovette's  tosses 
to  tie  Buddy  Bozeman's  game  record. 

A&M's  Larry  Standley  caught  a  48-yard  bomb 
to  put  the  Weevils  in  front  late  in  the  first  period. 
Late  in  the  half  Howard  Busby  returned  an  A&M 
punt  from  his  own  38  to  the  A&M  27.  Lovette 
hit  Jimmy  Jackson  with  a  16-yard  TD  shot. 
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Wayne  Hulon's  point  after  touchdown  attempt 
was  wide  and  A&M  led  at  half  time  7-6. 

Samford  roared  77  yards  after  taking  the  second 
half  kickoff  with  Lovette's  pass  to  Easley  going 
the  final  18  yards.  Lovette's  pass  for  a  two-point 
try  was  intercepted.  The  Bulldogs  held  A&M  inside 
the  Samford  one-yard  line  and  then  raced  99  yards 
in  nine  plays  for  the  final  score.  Lovette  passed 
39  yards  to  Easley  for  the  touchdown  and  to  Charles 
Ramsey  on  two-point  conversion  for  the  final 
20-7  reading. 

The  victory  gave  Samford  an  8-2-1  mark  for 
1967.

Kappa  Delta  Sorority  was  founded  on  October  23,  1897,  at  Longwood  College  in  Farmville,  Virginia. 
It  was  the  first  sorority  to  be  admitted  into  NPC  immediately  upon  petition.  From  its  four  founders, 
Kappa   Delta  has  grown   to   a  circle   embracing  thousands  of  members. 

Since  1921  Kappa  Deltas  throughout  the  country  have  taken  part  in  aiding  crippled  children.  We  point  with 
pride  to  the  fact  that  Kappa  Delta  was  the  first  Panhellenic  group  to  work  with  crippled  children  as  its 
national  philanthropy.  Because  Virginia  was  the  home  of  Kappa  Delta's  beginnings,  the  Crippled  Children's 
Hospital   in   Richmond,   Virginia   was   chosen   as   the  site  of  its  philanthropy. 

The  Delta  Theta  Colony  of  Kappa  Delta  Sorority  was  organized  on  Samford's  campus  in  the  fall  of  1967 
with  the  pledging  of  fourteen  co-eds.  The  installation  in  February  1968  made  it  the  fifth  chapter  in  Alabama. 
Samford's  KD's  participated  in  many  campus  activities.  Because  Betty  Crocker  was  a  KD,  a  Betty  Crocker 
Bake  Sale  was  the  theme  at  the  BSU  Halloween  Carnival. 

Being  small  in  number  did  not  hinder  Delta  Theta  from  trying  hard  to  be  the  best.  Participation  in  volley- 
ball and  the  Lambda  Chi  440  tricycle  race  gave  evidence  of  this.  They  also  received  honorable  mention  at 
Homecoming.  The  first  service  project  was  that  of  writing  to  boys  in  Viet  Nam.  Close  ties  were  made 
through  the  pledge  trainer  Mrs.  H.  H.  Covington,  whose  husband  was  serving  there. 

The  Birmingham  Southern  chapter  shared  with  Delta  Theta  and  climaxed  the  winter  semester  with  the  an- 
nual  White   Rose   Formal.
